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LePAGE STEPS OUT AT FRANKLIN INSTITUTE 


Dr. W. Laurence LePage, W3QCV, announced his retirement as chairman of the 
board of the Franklin Institute, effective January of 1971. 


The baord of managers then named him emeritus chairman of that group, the 
first time such as honor has been conferred in the institution's 146 year 
history. 


LePage served as president from 1958 until 1967, when he became board 
chairman, He will continue to serve on the board, on which he has sat 
since 1953. No successor has been selected. 


LePage, a native of England, came to this country in 1924 and became a 
naturalized citizen in 1940. In 1932 he became a member of the Committee 
on Science and the Arts at the Institute. 


A pioneer in aviation engineering, he designed the first autogiro officially 
flight-tested by the Army. In 1938 he founded the Platt-LePage Aircraft 
Co. which built the Army's first military helicopters. 


He helped lay the groundwork for the founding of educational television 
Station WHYY-TV and radio station WHYY-FM. 


In 1965 Queen Elizabeth awarded him the title of Honorary Commander of the 
Most Excellent Order of the British Empire. He also holds many other honors. 
Among these are the Americanism Medal of the Daughters of the American . 
Revolution and the Citizen of the Year Award of the Delaware Valley Council. 


A graduate of the Institute of Aeronautical Engineering at the Imperial 
College of Science in England, in 1921 he designed the tandem wing flap 
which for many years was used on German Junker bombers and subsequently 
on modern jet airliners. 


In the 1930's he was an aviation writer for The Bulletin. He also wrote on 
aviation, aeronautical engineering and aviation economics for such publica- 
tions as Aviation, Aero Digest, U.S. Air Service, the Boston Transcript and 
the Christian Science Monitor. At one time he was editor of Aviation 
magazine. 


He helped develop light-weight stainless steel subway cars and from 1947 till 
1957 was a management consultant and engineer as well as an aviation specialist. 


He is a former Philadelphia Aviation commissioner, amateur radio operator 
and holder of a private pilot's license. 


He is also a member of a number of societies and clubs, a fellow of two 
aeronatucal institutes and a founder of the Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
Association, headquartered in Washington. He was born in 1902, married 
the former Miss Agnes Yarnall in 1936, and lives in Ardmore. 


LePage has been a member of the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club Inc. for many 
years and now that he is retiring he may be able to spend more time partici- 
pating in club activities.
